They’ knew 
that it was impossible now to pro- 
cure gold from the Bank of Eng- 
Innd ond to export it abroad. 
Hence gold was not available for 
tho purpose of mecting a de- 
ficiency in their internntlonal [n- 
debtedness at any moment. 
Hence, por value of the 
pound cannot be maintained. 
Although the tpound sterling had 
fallen in terma of foreign ex- 
change there Was little chance of 
it falling to an unlimited extent, 
providing the international 
balance wns not permanently or 
in the long run against Britain. 

Working Under Difficulties. 

Thoy had been told how dread- 
ful it would be for everyone con- 
cerned: if we were forced off the 
gold standard, and it was clear 
that England did not voluntarily 
abandon ft. The action of the 
authorities, too, implies that the 
abandonment will be temporary. 

On the other hand, there are 
people who think it is a very 
good thing that we were forced 
off the gold standard. They feel 
that since the years when we de- 
cided to go back to the gold stand- 
ard at the pre-War parity with 
gold, we have been working under 
diMculties, Our national debt be- 
came a greater burden than it 
necd have been, or should have 
been. Our costs, which were 
inelastic in terms of sterling were 
frozen at an unduly high and dis- 
advantageous level, * especially ff 
we took into account the fact that 
some of our competitors, in going 
back to the gold standard, had 
devalued their currencies. It was 

the general opinion in certain 

circles that our industrial 
chances had been sacrificed to 
the pride of London as an Inter- 
national Anancial and banking 
centre. ‘ 
Industry Stimulated. 

There ia no manner of doubt, 
that the {mmediate effect of the 
departure from the gold standard 
has been a atimulus to industry 
in Groat Britain. A large part of 
industry's costs being fixed in 
aterling, these costs fall in terms 
of gold, and thus placo us in a 
better position than we have been 
before in relation to producers in 
gold standard countries. This 
advantage, however, will not be 
gained in respect of countries 
thomselves driven off gold just as 
Gront Britain had been. The fall 
in-- sterling, — further. ..makes— the 
price of imports from gold 
countries rise, and after a period 
the cost of living {s affected. But 
it is untrue to say that the cost of 
Mving will riso to the full amount 
of the deprecintion of sterling. 

The issue js, are we going to 
leave the pound as it is, or are 
we going to return to gold?

CHINESE CAUGHT WITH 
“AMMUNITION.”

It- is likely. thatthe first alter- 
native,.that of leaving the pound 
as it ia, will not find favour’ with 
the authorities, whoovor thoy may 
be. There are considerable ad- 
vantages in being linked to gold in 
company with othor nations with 
whom we have dealings. Un- 
cortainty and fluctuations in ex- 
change rates is not a help but a 
hindrance to trade. Most people 
in 1921, were agreed that we 
should return to gold, although not 
nll were agreed as to the 
proceas to achieve that end. Pro- 
bably most people will be in 
favour of a roturn. 

There ig no doubt that any im- 
provement in the world’s monct-, 
ary system of to-day, muat have as 
its starting point in the gold 
standard system to which the 
world, with a few exceptions has. . 
become accustomed: 

Better Off On Gold. 

If Grent Britain is to have any 
part corresponding to;her position 
as a great creditor country in the 
determination of the world's 
monetary: question, sho will be 
better off on gold. But devalua- 
tion may be advocated by a con- 
sidernble section of opinion, It 
js noteworthy that the Macmillan 
Report, in rejecting devaluation as 
a remedy for Grent Britain's 
financial and economic difficulties, 
Insisted on the evils of rapid and 
audden devaluation. The signa- 
tories of that report, however, lay- 
stress on the disturbances to in- 
dustry which were caused by the 
return to the pre-war rate. 

Little support could be gained 
from the Report for the conten- 
tion that we should now endea- 

_vour, at whatever cost to {n- 

dustry, to ralse the pound ster- 

ling to Sts nominal gold parity.

A UNITED PROTEST. 


Those Civil Servants who have 
not been beyond alleging that the 
agitation against continuous — in- 
crensca in the antaries of  sterling- 
paid officers is merely +a Press 
“stunt,” received a wholesome and 
yery necessary corrective in the 
xpecches delivered ‘during — the 
Budget debate yesterday afternoon. 
With one accord, the. Unofficial 
members registered a most em- 
phatic protest against the plan to 


pay sterling salaries at the cur. 


rent rate of exchange. In taking 
that stand, they discharged an un- 
pleasant task nobly ard well, 
rightly interpreting public ‘senti- 
ment on the question. It is to be 
emphasised that objection to the 
proposal dovs not imply thé least 
desire to under-pay our Civil Ser- 
vanta; it is “based on two main 
considerations—firatly, that the 
Colony cannot ‘afford the  conces- 
sions secondly, that, in splte of all 
that is said to the contrary, the 
aterling-paid officer has not been 
Deuring his fair share of ‘the sacri- 
flees which the rest of the com. 
munity have been compelled to 
shoulder. ’ 

It is plensing to observe that 
note was taken of the fact during 
yesterday's debate that His Ex- 
celleney the Governor had -himaelf, 
ceurlier in the year, asserted that to 
pay-sterling salaries‘ at the current 
rate of exchange would place those 
so paid in an unduly unfavourable 
position, In saying so much, His 
Excellency was stating a demonstr- 
able fact, but his expectations that 
Government officers would loyally 
accept the compromise of half 
their salaries at 1s, Gd. were, un- 
fortunately, not realised. In spite 
of the fact that they knew por- 
fectly well that they were being 
handsomely treated, the officers 
affected sent petitions to the See- 
‘retary of State, with'’the conse- 
quence that he adopted their viow- 
point and made the concession 
which has ‘aroused so much public 
‘indignation. This was “quite con- 
trary to the attitude nadopt- 
ed in January by HH. E. the 
Governor, +to- whose — credit 
must be placed the fact that In 
endorsing the compromise he was 
himaclf the greatest loser of all, 
1f, as Sir Shouson Chow rightly re-’ 
‘marked, the public were amazed at 
the Seerctary of State's decision 
that salaries be paid at the current 
rato, the: community '

retary’s claim, on the Introduction 
of tho Budget, : that sterling-paid 
officers had been bearing an unduly 
heavy burden and liad been unfair- 
ly treated when compared with em- 
ployees. of: local business houses. 
These contentions Were effectively 
shuttered by the Unoffictals yestor- 
day and were shown to 
be in direct conflict with facta, 
None the fess, the . sterling-pald 
oflicera reftised to realise how well 
off, they were, and, in demanding 
more dollars, ‘they forfeited public 
sympathy. Having enjoyed o sub- 
stantial increase under the terms 
of the Sniaries Commission Report 
—nn Increase which we have heard 
Civil Servants themselves describe 
us unnecessary—they demanded 
even more. The upshot was 
seen in the proposal made ‘yester- 
day that’ they have their salaries 
cut to the extent of ten per cent. 
Such a reduction would be fully 
warranted when we bear in mind 
the cuts which have been made in 
the pay of sterling-paid business 
employees in Hongkong and of 
Civil Servants at Home and in 
other Colonica, Even after it were 
made, thore affected would be rela-

Steel 
has not been adopted for rebuild- 
ing the body work of old conches on 
account of expanse and of the waste 
df much material whieh can be re- 
built inte wooden coaches but could 
net be utilized if they were rebuilt 
of sted, The Honourable Mr.

their project for a new wharf with 
full knowledge of the depth of 
water availible and after a warniig 
from ‘the Government that it could 
“nol promise to undertake special 
dredying to provide access to that 
particular wharf far specially large 
vessels, ‘The whole question will 
he reviewed when adequate deta 
are available from the harbour 
survey. It is hoped that sufficient 
data will be available at an early 
date. 

The Government, Sir, welcomes

J should, however, perhaps, cor- 
rect ono © misunderstanding which 
might result: from the Honourable 
Member's remarks when he apoke 
on the increase in personnel of the 
junior clerical service of 46 clerka. 
As the footnotes to the estimates 
show, this is due ton transfer from 
the Statistical Department. Actual- 
ly, there ia a deerease of eleven 
posts, as I pointed out In my ‘open- 
ing apecch. 

My honourable friend has favour- 
ed us with a long Ilst of the preas- 
Ing netds of Kowloon, A new Post 
Office and better postal facilities, 
improved police protection, addi- 
tional typhoon signals, new fire ap- 
pllances, a car park at Ynumatl, in- 
crensed atail and accommo‘lation nt 
Kowloon Hospital ond additional 
bathing facilities. I think that 
without exception these moattera 
have all been before the Govern- 
ment in the recent past and several 
have actually been considered in 
connexion with the present cati- 
mates and have only been omitted 
for Inck of funds. ‘They will be re. 
considered as funds become avail- 
able. 


Street Lighting, 


I] regret that the Honourabte 
Meniber docs not see eye to eye with 
the Government on the subjeet of 
public Hyhting. There are certain 
ronds on which the Government con. 
sidera there has been extravagance 
in Uyhting and it proposes to take 
action to correct It. The Honour- 
able Member's view shaws how dif. 
ficult it ts to obtain unanimity in 
matters of retrenchment, 

The Government takes note of 
the Honourable Member's view re- 
garding revenue from land sales 
and will consider his proposals 
yenr's catimates are 
being prepared, but Iam afraid his 
suggestions for preferential tarlifs 
for Ilongkong products” fs {m- 
practicable unlesa he is prepared to 
sce a general Customs tariff for 
Hongkong by which reciprocity 
can be xiven.

Gazette Notices. 


It has not been customary to 
publish the names of all Committees 
c* Enquiry in the Gazette. The 
Government doves, however, a8 o 
reneral rule make known the ap- 
pointment of any Committees of 
public interest. The question of 
publishing lists of tenderers and 
thelr tenders has been fully dis- 
cussed and it is held to be contrary 
te the public ‘interest to publish 
more thin the name of the success- 
ful tenderer. 

The Government greatly ap- 
preciates the continued interest of 
my honourable friend the third 
Chinese Memiber in all matters af- 
fecting the poorer classes of the 
community and particularly In the 
affairs of the New Territorics and 
ia Education.

us possible, to restrict it’ on tho 
whole to luxuries, and to avold

The disappointing feature of the 
Budvet is that, In spite of the In- 
erease In revenue, it has not been 
possible to previde as much as L 
should have liked for special ser- 
vices. This, of course, ta largely 
due to the fact that our sterling 
commitments have had to ba enl- 
culated on the basts of a shilling ° 
dollar. I trust, however, to bo 
able to show that provinien hag 
been made for a number of ime.

Salnrles Question, 


Approximately two-thirds of-our 
sterling commitments are in res- 
pect of sterling salarica, and on 
this much has been spoken and 
written, almost a8 much as on the 
question of currency.

Government, are paid on a sterl-- 
ing brsis, while others are pald 
on no dollar basis, and each ‘party 
is inclined to complain whenever 
the situation changes and puts 
the other in na’ more favourable 
position. When the dollar goes 
up, the dollar paid employee gets 
the- adventugo,-and-tne ~sterling-— 
paid one loses, When the dollaz 
goes down, the converse is tho 
case. With an anticipated low 
dolar, which is to the advantago 
of the sterling .paid employee, 
whether he be Government or not, 
the Intter is exposed to the frost 
of envy. Doubtlesa the stabiliza- 
tion of the dollar would obviato 
these differences, but until that 
is achieved I would urge that a 
bronder view be taken and judg- 
ment not passed merely, in the 
light of temporary and ° passing 
conditions, As honourable mom- 
bers‘are aware, [| was of opinion 
a yer ago that oa Government 
Servant might rensonably make 
some concession and draw his 
anlary at a modified, rate. This. 
aystem was adopted ag from the 
Ist January last. It entailed ‘a 
surrender by all aterling paid 
officers from the Governor down- 
wards of approximately 17% of 
the dollar equivalent of the salary 
which they had been promised. 


‘Considerable Surrender 


This is.a consiterable surrender, 
and Iam inelined to think that it 
has not -been  auffictently appre- 
ciated. In point of fact it haa 
meant that an officer has actually 
been drawing less dollars than ho 
would have drawn if the rates 
prior to the Salaries Commission 
had remained in foree and ho had 
drawn his pay at tho current rate 
of exchange. This is probably 
hot. realized .by most .peopte and 
could scarcely have been. conteme 
plated. This snerifice’ cortalnly - 
saved the Colony some $1,400,000, 
thus enabling tho Budget’ for the 
venture to sny thereforo that the

Milltury Contribution.

very fur short of the total cost.

VICTIM'S INJURIES. | 


Two, of the twelve defendants 
In the Tsang Foo Villas murder 
trial were dJucharged in the course 
of yesterdny's proceedinecs before 
Mr. Fraser nt the Kowloon Mugla- 
tracy. The evidence — given 
against these two men was such, 
his Worship suid, that no jury 
would convict. “a 

The first ‘witness called yester- 
day was Dr. J. Smalley, who testi- 
fied that certain Japanese were 
admitted to the Kowloon Hospital 
on the night of September 26. The 
first to be admitted entered tho 
hospital at about 12 p.m. and tho. 
last one at about 12.45 a.m. In all 
cases, the Pollee brought in tho 
wotnded. 7 : ; 

Witness examined Shiro Yamn- 
shita, the boy of four, whose skull 
was fractured. There were mul- 
tiple injuries, and although he 
was consclous, be wna obviously 
dying. Nothing could be done for 
him and he never recovered. He 
died at 6.16 a.m. - The wounds, in 
Dr. Smalley’s opinion, were inflic- 
ted by a sharp weapon. 

Niyoji Yamashita, the boy of 
nine, had multiple injuries, his 
skull and. left thigh bone being 
fractured. His condition was very 
bad. He was given medical treat- 
ment, but passed away at 1 a.m. 

Sumiko Yaniaguchi, the Japan- 
ese amah of 16, had multiple in- 
juries including a scalp wound, 
while her skill) was fractured. 
She had many bruises all over her 
body. Dr. Smalley then described 
her other injuries. Her wounds 
were treated, but she died at 3.10 
am. She was semi-conscious 
when examined by Pr. . Smalley; 
hut she was also obviously dying. 
The injuries on her body were In- 
flicted by blunt wenpons such as 
poles. 

Miyo Yamashita, the old lady, 
hind a fractured skull, while two 
irregular lacerated wounda = ran 
round her forehead. She was un- 
conscious and died st l-a.m. Her 
injuries were not inflicted with.a 
xharp instrument, but would be 
consistent with those inflicted 
with sticka or potes, 

Continuing, Dr. Smalley satd 
the next morning the bodica were 
identified by n Japanese gentle- 
man named M. Yamashita, who 
identified the old lady as his sten- 
mother, the two boys aa the sons 
ef his step-brother, and the girl 
Sumiko Yamaguchi as 
dren's nurse. Serzeant Doig was 
there at the identification, and 
icentified the bodies as those of 
ths people whe werg taken to hos- 
ottal from the roof cf Paany -Foo 
Villas the previous evering. 


Statements of Defendants. 


Tsang Man-kwai, an interpreter. 
on 
September 28, he © separately 
charged the 12 defendants at the 
Kowloon City Police Station in 
the presence of Mr. Calthrop, 
AS.P., and Sub-Inspector Murphy. 
They made various statemints to 
him, and after he had read +ach 
over to them, they intimated that 
the statements, as witness took 
them. were carrect. 

All the defendants denied the 
charge against them. The fourth 
defendant anid he went 90 near to 
Tsang Foo Villas because he saw 
his brether had been injuved and 
he was there to pick him up. The 
fifth defendant, a boy of 16, said 
he went inside ‘the house to see 
what was going on, while the 

th defendant, another boy of 
15, suid he had nothing to say. 
The seventh defendant referred to 
a man named Wong who was ask- 
ing a crowd, of whom defendant 
was one, to go to Tsang Foo Villas 
to atrike the Japanese.

Arrested Men’s Wounds. 


A Chinese detective, Liu Sang, 

sald that on September’ 26, he ar- 
rived at Tanng Foo Villns at about 
10.80 pm. Between 11 pm. and 
midnight, witness was in a search 
purty of Police and military, 
[which mnde enquiries nt the Po 
|Kong Village, which wan just. be- 
Side Tsang Foo Villas, . Witness 
waa present when the eighth, 
Ininth agg tenth defendants were 
arrested, he eighth was arrest- 
edin a yin Po Kong Village at 
:about midnight. He had a wound 
on his hend, which he said he had 
received from the military. The 
ninth defendant was arrested in 
the cocklo‘t of his house, the On 
Cheung Noodle Factory, which 
wan about G0 fect from the gate 
of Tsang Foo Villas. Thia mun 
wWas-nrrested about ten minutes 
after the eighth defendant was 
arrested. He had fresh wounds 
in his hand and chest. which were 
bleeding. Witness could sec blood 
on the floor. This man also said 
he had been wounded by the mili- 
tary. The tenth defendant was 
also arrested at the On Cheung 
Noodle Factory. He was lyfng on 
n bed on the ground floot, und 
stated that his wound on the right 
upper lip had been inflleted by a 
soldier with a bayonet. All three 
defendanta were put in 4 van and 
taken back to the Kowloon City 
Tolice Station. 

At this juncture,- Mr. White- 
Smith said that that was all the 
evidence against the eighth, ninth 
and tenth defendants. If his Wor- 
ship thought that there was not 
enough evidence to detain them. 
they would be discharged. 

His Worship said he would 
have to detain these three until 
this afternoon, . 


Alleged Street Incident. 


Regarding the twelfth defend- 
ant, an Indinn constable, B632, 
said he was on duty between 6 
a.m. and 10 am, outside Tenne 
Foo Villas on September 27.
